requisite of vocational endeavor. 


Mr. Mix contends that the average man at work for 


himself or in the pursuit of his own happiness will take 
more chances of life and limb than it is necessarv for him 
to take, and there is the constant complaint that in fac- 
tories, in stores, on railroads and at the out-door trades 
men constantly incur needless risk to life and limb be- 
cause they have grown careless of danger through long 
familiarity with the particular work at which they are en- 
gaged. An accident, perhaps a fatal one, is the logical re- 
sult. 


But the natural tendency to carelessness is not wholly 


'to blame. Competitive demands or personal necessities 
often drive men to take undue chances of accident. They 
feel they are compelled to make a showing in competition 
with thcii1 fellow workmen or lose the job. Too often that 
is the impelling cause for accident. The fact of the mat- 
ter is we have geared up our way of doing things to to<~ 
high a speed. The conservation that will prevent acci- 
dents Avill not come with the mere education of the man to 
seek safety first unless that is to be adopted as the genera' 
principle upon which business is to be done. The iudivid 
ual can hardly be expected to seek safety first while the 
world is continually calling for more speed in. everything 
Safety first would be an excellent general rule to adopt in 
pretty much everything that concerns human kind.

MEET Al MIDDLEBURY. 


Missionary Society Selects Place vfor 


Next Convention. 


The.Women's Home and Foreign Mis- 


sionary society of the Lutheran church, 
it the closing sessions of this year's con 
vention ; yesterday 
afternoon 
at the 


Christ's Lutheran church, selected Mid- 
dlebury, Ind., as the place for "holding 
the -convention in October of next year. 


J. II Bosch, Ph. Vollmer and 


Frank Ruf and Mr. Earnest Bueker, of 
this city, who were at Franklin. \Vis.. 
attending the sessions of the Reformed 
synod of the northwest, have returned 
home. The synod was in session for six 
days aud was largely attended. 


One of the most important matters 


discussed and acted on was that con 
ceruing the removal of the college and 
seminary of the denomination, known 
as "The M<ssion House," from Frank- 
lin, where it is now located, and has 
been fur years, to Sheboygau, Wis^ On 
this question there was a most heated 
debate, lasting a day and a half, the 
final result being that the question of 
the remuritl will go over to the next 
.-session of the synod, which will be held 
at Lafayette, Ind., in October of 1913. 


There was a very strong sentiment 


for the removal of the mission house to 
Sheboygan, that being a' city of 25,000 
or 30,000. The business men of She- 
boygan had offered a bonus of $25,000 
to the synod for its removal. The site 
would have to be purchased, twent}- 
acres along the shores of Lake Michigan, 
a most beautiful location.' These con- 
siderations won the support of many 
delegates. 


Finally when a vote was reached on 


ihe question of removal to Sheboygan it 
w»s carried by a majority of 2S. "The 
vote was 162 in favor and 138 against. 
By synods the vote in detail was as 
follows: 
Synod of the rast, 38 in fav- 


or, 0 against; Central synod, 76 in fav- 
or, 13 against; 'synod of the Korthwest, 
the synod in which Fort Wayne is lo- 
cated,- 48 in favor, U!) against. 


The vote was reached late in the aft- 


ernoon and created great excitement, 
everybody being anxious about the re- 
sult. There was greaj; disappointment 
on the part of the defeated delegates. 
Hence when the evening session came a 
resolution was introduced asking for a 
reconsideration of the vote. 


This resolution -stated that whereas 


the synod of the Northwest, in which 
the mission was located, had voted so 
overwhelmingly 
against 
removal and 


had contributed so much in the way of 
financial support tothe institution nnd 
furnishing it with students, that it was 
unwise to act against their wishes. The 
resolution favored a delay of a year 
and asked that the vote on removal be 
reconsidered at the next session of the 
synod, to be held in 1913. This resolu- 
tion was carried.

Want Law to Limit Number 


Who May Perform the 


Ceremony. 


PROPOSE A PENALTY 


Topeka, Kan., Oct. 4.-The ne'xfKaa- 


»»» legislature is to be asked to pass a 
law limiting the number of persons who 
may perform marriage ceremonies. From 
satistics gathered by the Kansas Asso- 
ciation of Probate Judges there are at 
least 3.000 couples living in Kansas who 
are legally married, but who could not 
prove it if th'er were called upon to fur- 
nish the records. 


The judges believe this condition has 


come about through the laxity existin" 
in permitting so many people to perform 
marriage ceremonies. The law gives-the 
right to judge of the. district and pro- 
bate courts, justices of the 'peace and 
clergymen. In many cases the ministers 
did not report the marriages, but the 
greatest .fault apparently lies with the 
justices of the peace and the judges of 
district courts. 
- 


Fair to Make Reports. 


The'Xjaw requires every person who 


performs a marriage ceremony to make » 
report to the probate court. 'The records 
gathered by the judges through the as- 
sociation show that friini sixteen to two 
hundred marriages have not been, reported 
in the last- ten rear? in every comiti.* 
the number not reported defending on 
the size of the counties. 
•In Shawnee county there are 1ST un- 
repdrted marriages' and in Sedgwick 
county there are.189 cases in which li- 
censes' were issued but not returned. 


The matter was. brought, to the at- 


tention of the probate 5udges by the 
United-States pension office. Three rases 
have appeared within the last five weeks 
in which a soldier's widow will not be 
able to collect a pension because the fact 
of-hef marriage is .unrecorded. In two 
of these cases the couple went to a min- 
istePs house to be married, and ther* 
were no friends to witness the ceremony. 


Would Impose Heary Penalty. 


The ministers neglected to make the 


report of the marriage and there is no 
record to show the persons ever wer* 
married, although dozens of people will 
.swear to the belief. The ministers have 
since died. In the other case the minis- 
ter if still living and is willing to make 
a report, but he cannot remember th° 
exact date, and the government will not 
accept such a report. There arc many 
other court proceedings -where record's 
of the marriage are necessary. 
The 


pobate judges want to restrict the mar- 
rying business to probate judges and 
clergymen r.nd then make the regulation* 
so strict and the penalty so heavy the 
.ministers will not fail to make the proper 
reports.

Maditon, AVis., Oct. i—In today's is- 


sue of LaFollette's Weeldy, Senator La- 
Folleue begins the story'of '.hi present 
presidential campaign and the part 
played in it by himself and Theodore 
Roosevelt. "Fighting Bob" has taken off 
the lid, and tells the truth as he sees it, 
without sparing any man or mincing 
words. 


Taft. sa.vs Senator LaFollette, by his 


pliant treatment-of reactionaries and 
their policies, soon after his election had 
made it "utterly impossible for the pro- 
gressive reoublicans of the country to 
support him for renomination." Koose- 
velt had gone to Africa, after naming 
Taft as his successor. The Roosevelt ad' 
ministration had come .to a close "with 
out. leaving to its credit a definite na 
tional 'progressive 
movement with 


clearly defined body of issues." 
There 


was a recognized progressive movement i 
iu Wisconsin, but LaFollett* had labored 
along similar lines in the United States 
senate without support from Roosevelt. 
Koosevelt, he said, has been merely a 
"rhetorical radical." 


While the colonel was in Africa, "the 


republican progressive movement made 
greater headway than during the entire 
Roosevelt administration." 
This was 


chiefly due to the definiteness of Taft's 
reactionary course, which brought 
an 


equally definite alignment of progressives 
to combat it. By the time the colonel 
'returned, in June, 1910, th« issue was 
clear. 


Progressive leaders 
were 
uncertain 


hich side Roosevelt would take. Friends 


and newspaper men could get no utter-, 
ance from him. When he landed in New- 
York, his attitude was still unknown, 
though "every citizen possessing any con- 
viction had taken his stand long before.'1 


The progressives wanted the prestige1 of 
his popularity, which was then at its 
zenith. 
.. 


Here comes a bit of hitherto unpub- 


lished history. On June 27, a few days 
after Roosevelt landed, LaFollette vis- 
ited Roosevelt at Oyster Bay, the invi- 
tation coming from Roosevelt through H 
Washington correspondent of strong pro- 
gressive tendencies. 
The colonel was 


"very guarded in his statements." La- 
Follette told him of the progress made 
in legislation and otherwise during his 
absence, and tried to sound him on pro- 
gressive policies. Roosevelt said h* had 
nrrived at no settled conviction regard- 
ing the initiative and referendum, but, 
favored the recall of judges, particularly 
federal judges. 


Of Taft, the colonel said only this: 


"Sometimes a man makes a very good 
lieutenant, but a poor captain." 


A little later LaFollette was surprised 


to find Roosevelt approving of the Payne-

Then came the New York state t-'Zi 


paign, in which Rooosevelt dominate' 
the Saratoga convention, and stood fo 
n general reactionary platform which in- 
dorsed the Payne-Aldrich bill-*nd Taft. 
This, says LaFollette, was a staggering 
blow for progressives 
throughout 
the 


middle and western states. 


Roosevelt was very quiet 
then for 


many months. Meanwhile, the progres- 
sive movement in the nation grew fast. 
In January. Hill, the National Progres- 
sive Republican league was organized *t 
Washington, through LaFollctte's effort', 
with its definite declaration for the prin- 
ciples and means of genuine popular gov- 
ernment. Roosevelt was invited to join, 
says LaFollette, but he "had not becoma 
enough of a progressive at that time," 
and so. declined. 


The leaders began to consider serious- 


ly the choice of a progressive candidate 
for president, to hold together and solidi- 
fy the movement. 
Roosevelt, however, 


opposed the naming of a candidate in 
opposition to Taft, saying that nobody 
could beat Tuft for the nomination, nnd 
that the democrats would certainly win 
in 1012 anyhow. 


In the spring of 1911 Roosevelt came 


out of his retirement and made a tour 
of the west. 


"In the light of subsequent event?." 


says LaFollette, "there can be little 
doubt that when Roosevelt left tlie* 
white house he had 1016 firmly in his. 
mind. He returned from. Africa to find 
that many changes had taken place; the 
progressive movement he found • far iu 
advance of him; he neither understood 
it,, nor was he in sympathy with its man- 
ifest purposes, in so far as he compre- 
hended them. He deliberated for a time j 
as to whether he would stand with the 
administration, supporting Taft, for re- 
nomination, or seek to identify himself 
with the progressives—or straddle. 
Hfi 


straddled. 


"It left him awkwardly stranded in 


the election of 1010. He halted to take ' 
account of stock. 
Events were rapidly 


transpiring. 
It waa evident that the 


Taft administration was losing ground 
day by day. The congressional elections 
of ISil'o forecast disaster for the repub- 
lican party in 1012. 
, "Roosevelt was still looking to 1016 
and as the political situation developed 
in the following year, in his political 
philosophy, which is always 
personal, 


Taft's renomiaation and defeat in 1912 
fitted admirably into his plan. 


"Then came this tour in the spring of 


1911. It fired his blood. There were the 
old-time crowds, the music, the cheers. 
He began to think of 1912 for himself. 
It was four years better than 1916; and 
four years counts in the life of a man 
turned 53; a' world of things may hap- 
pen in four years. 


"But everyone saw the uncertainties of 


1012. Roosevelt clearly saw them. He 
could take no chance. He could not af- 
ford to become a candidate against '^ait 
and fail. 
- 


"Why not put forth another man, and 


feel out the Taft strength? 
If it be- 


came apparent that Tnft could not he 
beaten for the nomination, a ' contest 
would nevertheless weaken 
him 
and 


make his defeat in the election the more 
certain. ' If it became clear that Taft 
could be beaten, in the convention, and 
furthermore, that he (Roosevelt) could 
win in the election against a democrat, 
his restored confidence, resulting from the 
tour of 1911, made him reasonably cer- 
tain that h« could displace the candidate 
put out against Taft, stampede the con- 
vention and secure the nomination *" 
himself."
